Washington, December 19.—Con- 
gressional politicians are wondering 
what has come over ‘President Cool- 
idge. Four times since the November 
elections he has bowed to the gentle- 
men on Capitol Hill on vital questions 
of policy. 

Under pressur. from leaders in con- 
gress, Covlidge has | acked away from 
positions previously taken regarding 
the world court, tax reduction, patrou- 
age and naval expansion. 

This is not, say the politicians, the 
same Coolidge who defied congress on 
the soldier bonus, farm relief, the re- 
moval of Secretary Denby and the 
Warren cabinet nomination. 

Pleasing to Borah. 

Ever since he went into the white 
hous@ Coolidge had overlooked no occa- 
sion to boost the world court. But on 
Armistice day he went to Kansas City 
and washed his hands of it. He omit- 
ted any mention of it in his message 
to congress two weeks ‘ago. That 
pleased Senator Borah. 

Three days after the November elec- 
tion Coolidge announced his desire 
that congress make a temporary tax 
reduction. Congressional] leaders of 
his own party balked. In his mes- 
sage to congress he said that if con- 
gress didn’t want to do this then it 
would be all right to turn the sur- 
plus into debt reduction. That pleased 


- most of the leaders from the middle 


west. 

He selected one of his reliable po- 
litical servants in North Dakota for 
the job of U. S. Marshal. The two 
North Dakotah insurgent senators, 
Frazier and Nye. grew wrathful. Reg- 
ular republican leaders who had been 
t ,ing to placate them sympathized. 
There were several calls at the white 
house.

had been at the barn Friday evening 
with the Sehmith boy and another 
child and that he sent the Schmith 
boy on an errand. 

“When the Schmith boy returned lI 
was alone,” Croakin said, “I was 
vexed with him and scolded him. Then 
[ hit him. I guess I hit him with a 
piece of iron.” 

He was asked whether he struck 
the blows with a blood stained ham- 
~ which was found in the barn to- 
day. 

“Was it a hammer?” he asked dully. 
“It may have been. I don't know. I 
grabbed it up from the stable floor. 
I hit him twice on the back of the 
head. I don’t know why. I had been 
drinking and was still drunk.”’ 

Goes To Priest. 

After clubbing the boy, Croakin 
said he got on an elevated train and 
rode for a while, then decided to find 
a priest and confess what he had done. 
lirst, however, he went to the home 
of a friend, Miss Agnes Furlong, but 
was unable to persuade her to accom- 
pany him to a pricst’s home. 

He said he then went to St. Vin- 
cent’s Catholic church where he told 
two priests what he had done and 
they accompanied him.to the barn 
where the Schmith boy lay dying. 

After showing them where his vic- 
tim lay, Croakin fled while they were 
ministering to the dying boy and. the 
clergymen later notified the police of 
finding the boy, but did not reveal 
the confession Croakin had made or 
his identity maintaining that to do so 
would violate the rules of their church. 

“After I showed the priests where 
the body was and ran away.” Croakin 
said, “I did not know what to do. I 
was afraid and yet I didn’t know 
that I had done wrong so I ran. T 
wandered around the streets, rode 
street cars and elevated trains most of 
the night and when I got tired of rid- 
ing I walked again.” 

Goes To Cousin’s Home. 

Croakin said he finally went to the 
home of a cousin who notified his 
parents and other relatives of his 
whereabouts and later went to the 
home of his uncle, who arranged for 
his surrender. He slept soundly last 
night, he said. Both his father and 
mother have collapsed and were re- 
ported in a serious condition. 

Croakin interspersed his story of the 
Slaying throughout with statements 
about trivial matters and said he was 
still puzzled as to why he struck the 
boy. After making his statement to 
the police he was taken to the stute’s

Crowe Takes Charge. 

Robert BE. Crowe, state’s attorney, 
who took personal charge of the ques- 
tioning as soon as Croakin was 
brought to his office, summoned Dr. 

Krohn and Dr. H. Doug- 
las Singer, well known alienists, to 
listen to the boy’s statements and to 
forestall a plea of mental irresponsi- 
bility. Both alienists testified for the 
state in the trial of ve Leopold, 
Jr., and Richard Loeb, Slayers of 
young Bobby Franks. 

Parents of several children who have 
been mistreated also were ordered to 
bring their children to the gfate’s at- 
torney’s office to look at Croakin. 

Changes Details of Story. 

Questioned at the state’s attorney's 
office, Croakin changed his story 
somewhat and also added _ details. 
After beating the+«lad, Croakin said 
he carried the unconscoius boy from 
floor to floor of the stables, trying to 
decide what to do with him. He said 
he finally decided to leave the boy on 
the floor where he was found, 

Croakin did not make any clearer 
his motive for beating the lad. He 
said he sent the boy to the store to 
get some milk, giving him 20 cents and 
telling him to keep the change. When 
the boy returned Croakin said he flew 
into a rage. 

“TIT don’t know, I guess he didn’t go 
to the right store and 1 kind of lost 
my head,” he said. “I remember get- 
ting mad, real mad, and then I start- 
ed yelling at him. As a rule, I have 
a very mild disposition. I guess the 
gin I drank made me lose my mind.” 

Later Croakin said he killed the 
lad “because he made too much 
noise.” 

Alienists Present. 

As the questioning proceeded the 
state’s attorney's office began to take 
on much of the appearance of his of- 
fice when the murder of young Bobby 
Franks was being investigated and 
Leopold and Loeb were heing ques- 
tioned. 

Besides the two alienists who took 
part in the Franks case, the same 
prosecutors were participating in the 
questioning. It was indicated that the 
same sort of defense might be offer- 
ed after Croakin’s uncle had stated 
that the youth had the mind of a child 
of ten. But whereas Loeb and Leo- 
pold boastfully admitted that they 
killed just for a thrill, Croakin, half 
a dozen vears their senior, maintained 
steadfastly that he had no particular 
motive.

Hangar Tea Served. 


One of the most unusual social fune- 
tions for the fliers was a hangar tea 
served this afternoon in a hangar on 
the field with officers and women of 
Duncan field as hosts to a large num- 
ber of army and San Antonio peo- 
ple. Five tables representing the five 
amphibia.. planes were set on the 
hangar. 

The visitors were shown various 
models of planes and were permitted 
to inspect the big ships which will 
carry America’s message .of friend- 
ship to South American countries. 
The flight planes were taken out of 
their hangar for the inspection. One 
of the planes on display was the “Bos- 
ton” which flew around the world ia 


The most interesting details were 
the clothes of the flyers and the equip- 
ment which will be placed in the 
ships. The pilots must be prepared 
for all kinds of weather, the cold of 
mountains and the summer heat of 
South America, the salt water of the 
sea and the aridity of deserts. Their 
packs however, must be as light as 
sible, and these must be kept within 
in 75 powads of personal baggage. 


Taking No Chances. 


Major Dargue said that he and his 
fellow pilots were going “to play safe 
throughout the flignt.” “These are 
great ships,” he said, “They will «do 
the work. but we are not going iu 
take any chances at any point. 

“This flight is not taken to give 
possible, and these must be kept with- 
service, but it will give publicity ‘o 
the whole American nation, 

“It is most fitting that the start 
should be made at this time, because 
we can carry Christmas greetings and 
good will on wings of the air to coun- 
tries of the south. 

'“My fellow pilots and myself fee! 
that this is the greatest honor that 
could come to us—the chance to lead 
our fellowmen on a mission of peace.” 

At a dinner-danc. given in honor 
of the flight pilots last night Major 
General Maso¥ Patrick, chief of the 
army air corps, said that San Antonio 
is the best place in the country to 
train fliers and that the army is con- 
centrating its most important air ac- 
tivities here. 

Envoys of Peace. 

The pilots of the Pan-American 
flight should be “winged ambassadors 
of peace,” General Patrick said. 

“The first Christmas message of 
peace on earth, good will to men,” 
came on wings of angels and it is fit- 
ting therefore that this mission of 
peace should go forth at this Christ- 


mas season on the wings of the air 
service,” said the air corps chief. 

“Airplanes are briaging nations 
closer to each other, and with this 
shrinkage of distance comes greater 
understanding. The greatest achieve- 
ments of the air today are for com- 
mercial purposes. 

“This flight will encourage South 
American companies to develop avia- 
tion and it will result in charting 
many new airways.” 

The five planes. named for five 
American cities, will be christened in 
ceremonies planned to start at 10:30 
tomorrow morning. Five women, 
wives of five of the pilots, will utter 
the words which will formally name 
the ships. These ceremonies will take 
place on a platform which has been 
erected at the head of the field. The 
planes will take off as soon after the 
ceremonies ag they can get away.

Mexico’s laws regulating the petrole- 
um industry again are defended in a 
statement issued last night by the de- 
partment of industry, commerce and 
labor. 

At the outset the declaration is 
made that ause the time limit 
granted the oif companies ‘January 
1) is expiring a campaign against the 
Mexican government has been started, 
“the purpose for which is to cre- 
ate a hostile situation among two 
peoples whose interests cannot be those 
of a small group who attempt to dis- 
own the laws issued by a sovereign 
country.” 

The statement adds that the oil 
law is not one of despoliation but one 
of revindication and contains nothing 
that is not just and moral; previously 
acquired rights, it says, are fully rec- 
ognized. 


Respect for Rights. 


The statement goes on to say that 
Mexico’s oil legislation establislics re- 
pect for the rights created by other 
laws and only through malice and bad 
faith can the law be considered retro- 
active. The government has not ap 
plied the law retroactively and does 
not intend to do so. Besides, the 
Mexican courts would uot sanction 
such acti_n. 

The Mexican government has given 
proofs of its desire to apply the law 
in a broad-minded and liberal spirit, it 
is stated. ‘This is established by the 
fact that some of the most important 
oil companies are complying with the 
law and have applicd for necessary 
concessions confirming their rights. 


Pointing out that applications for 
ratification of their rights have been 
received from El Aguila Oil company, 
the ‘Mexican-Dutch company la Cvuro- 
na, the ‘I'r -ceontinental Petroleum 
company. the Texas Company of Mex- 
ico, the East Coast company, Briggs 
& Luft, the Compania Mexicana de 
Combustibles (which is a subsidiary of 
the Pierce Oil corporation), Interna- 
tional Petroleum, and Mexican City 
Services, of which H. L. Doherty is 
president, the statement says: 


Arturo M. Elias, ‘consul general of 
Mexico, issued a statement today in 
reply to the recent pastoral letter. of 
the Catholic hierarchy in the United 
States setting forth its views on the 
religious controversy in Mexico. 

“The Mexican government.” Mr. 
Elias says, “is happy indeed to have 
this particular issue—the issue of the 
Catholic church in Mexico versus the 
Mexican people—judged by ‘American 
standards,” as the pastoral letter 
asked. ° 

Freedom and Tolerance. 

He says that the fundamental tenet. 
of the American people is religious 
freedom and tolerance, contained in 


the first amendment of the constitu- 
tion adopted in 1791 and then asks 
“what was the situation in Mexico.” 

Mr. Elias recites the struggle of the 
Mexican people for independence and 
asserts that at the time that struggle 
began the holy inquisition still existed. 

“So dominant was the Catholic hter- 
archy,” he continues, “that it was able 
to write into our constitution not 
merely that the Catholic religion would 
be he stale religion, but that none oth- 
er would be tolerated.” ; 

There began, he declares, and is still 
in process the struggle to attain what 
the American people achieved at the 
time of their independence. 

The Mexican people thought they 
had achieved it in the middle of last 
eéntury when Benito Jaurez managed 
legally to separate chureh and state, 
but he states that, although the re- 
form laws remained on the statute 
books, they were nullified in practice 
and in fact. 

Restrictions Exist. 
In concluding Mr. Elias says: 
“Tt is true that there exists now 


in Mexico restrictions to limit the po- 
litical activities of the clergy which 
do not exist in the United Sttaes.

(2) And _ those 
children who are taught at home, but 
pay more attention to home teachings 
when they find them repeated in —~—

in that last class. ‘They obey here 
at home, because I have brought them 
up to do so—that is as much as boys 
ever do! You know ’em! But I 
find that when the teacher begins to 
urge clean finger nails, or white teeth, 
or early to bed boys, then my hope- 
fuls fall easily into the right habits 
without so much reminding on my 
part. And such boys like to boast: 
‘Oh, I go to bed early, anyway.’ ‘Hub,

teeth and cut my nails.’ And then 
they honestly try to remember. 


“But there are so many children, | 


who learn health habits only at school. 
Here in the country—a rural school 


with an attendance of about 21—'! 


there are eight American children, 
three of Irish parents, the rest Polish 
and Tyithuanians, with one little Jew- 
ish lad. I know every one of them. 
have played baseball with the boys 
and talked dolls with the girls. I 
know most of the parents, too, as well 
as the teacher. And health educa- 
tion could hardly be carried too far 
here, it seems to me. The local visit- 
ing nurse is a wonderful woman, con- 
nected with the schools, of course, 
and she is doing a great deal to edu- 
cate these people. But the children 
are learning their health habits at 
school—in most cases they had none 
at home. And in the town below here 
conditions make health teaching even 
more imperative. Some of the chil- 
dren there didn’t even know that their 
hair should be combed every day. And 
if there are cases like that out here 
in the clean, open country, it surely 
must be worse in the crowded city. 

“IT knew of one youngster who, ac- 
cording to hi: own description. had 
been ‘bumming’ around with his fa- 
ther, without a woman’s care. The 
city finally took charge of him for a 
while, and then a friend of mine had 
him. Man alive, that boy didu’t know 
that one undressed to go to bed, ex- 
cept to take off the shoes! He's never 
had on a night gown or pajamas! He 
was afraid to have the window open 
at night, and he hugged the stove con? 
tinually like a frozen little puppy. 

“The teachers can accomplish what 
the parents either do not know, or 
cannot enforce sufficiently upon chil- 
dren who all too frequently think 
they know more than Pa or Ma. Even 
in the best regulated homes, guch 
teaching in the schools can do no 
harm. On the other hand it will im- 

ress upon the child what fine habits 
e has, habits that must never 

allowed to lapse. Children dearly love 
to feel that what they have been do- 
ing. either under compulsion or from 
early habit, is really quiet the cor- 
rect thing to do, the thing that teach- 
ers like to know their pupils do. It 
makes an inward glow of righteous-

Local Theatrical History

With the lease of the Grand the- 
ater and office building” for 60 years 
to Loew's, incorporated, the long con- 
nection of the DeGive family with 
the theater world of Atlanta has come 
to a close. 

It began far back in the eighties 
when Laurent DeGive, Belgian con- 
sul to Atlanta, owned and controlled 
the theater on Marietta street—best 
known perhaps as the Bijou—con- 
tinued in 1893 with erection and 
formal opening of the Grand, and em- 
braced at one time the Lyric theater. 

Now the Lyric has become the At- 
lanta Athletic club, the old Bijou, 
once home of the legitimate and after- 
wards of much lesser attractions, has 
been replaced by an office building, 
and Jast of all the Grand is to give 
way to a new theater building. 

The Bioju, once known as DeGive’s 
opera house and liter as the Columbia, 
was the pioneer house of Atlanta. 
There played the greatest stars of the 
stage world, and there Atlanta so- 
ciety gathered. ? 

Wells Takes Bijou. 

With erection of the Grand, the 
Marietta street house assumed a sec- 
ondary place. Jake Wells entered 
the theatrical field of Atlanta in 1902, 
obtained control of the house, and 
changed the name to the Bijou. There 
he brought Mary Marble, Little Chip. 
the Fanchonettis, Hoffman, and a 
host of others, afterwards celebrities 
in the amusement field,. and establish- 
ed a stock company, which achieved 
success never equalled by any similar 
company in the city’s history. 

The days of the Bijou as a stock 
house and later as a home for popu- 
lar priced amusements were number- 
ed, however, and Jake Wells and the 
DeGives built the Lyrie theater, which 
became the home of the cheaper at- 
tractions, For a time the Bijou en- 
tertained with burlesque shows, but 
it was found impossible here to cen- 
sor the shows sufficiently to meet 
demands of the critics of that time. 
So burlesque passed, a cheap stock 
came in time, and then erection of the 
Palmer building. 

Building of the Grand theater was 
looked upon as a huge undertaking 
at that time. It was the third largest

Theatrical War. 

Possibly the most dramatic mo- 
ment in the DeGive theatrical for- 
tunes came with the historic war be- 
tween the Shuberts and Klaw and 
Erlanger, who for’ many years had 
controlled the legitimate amusement 
world, named what terms they chose, 
and sent what shows they desired to 
the south. 

Notwithstanding the long associa- 
tion of the DeGives with the Erlang- 
er interests they severed all connec- 
tions and for a time the Grand was 
the home of Shubert shows. There 
was an old theater, which once had 
been the site of a stable, on Marietta 
street. It was called the Orpheum. 
Lacking other openings, Klaw and 
Prilanger took it under lease and 
played their attractions ,there until 
Joel Hurt completed the new Atlanta 
theater for the firm. 

Since that time the fortunes of the 
Grand have been varied. For a short 
time it was under lease to Jake Wells, 
Summer stock has been played there. 
Finally it fell into the hands of Mar- 
cus Loew, and has been a vaudeville 
home ever since. 

Laurent DeGive, founder of the 
family fortunes in America, is dead. 
Paul DeGive, who aided in planning 
and supervising the Grand theater 
and office building, died many years 
ago. The family now consists of 


Henry and Julius DeGive, and Mrs. 
E. H. Horine, all of whom shared 
equally in the estate under the terms 
of the will of the father.

Harrisburg, Pa., December 19.—(/P) 
Recommendation for revision of the 
corrupt practices act to limit primary 
expenditures of a candidate to 10 cents 
per voter, based on the largest num- 
ber of votes cast at the last general 
election for any ca=:didate of the party 
in his district, is made in a report 
published today by the executive com- 
mittee of the commission of 756. 

The commission was named by Gov- 
ernor Pinchot, voluntarily, a year ago 
to revise the election laws and, when 
the extra session of the legislature 
early this year failed to pass bills sub- 
mitted by it, Governor Pinchot called 
on the committee to make further sug- 
gestions for consideration at the 1927 
session. 

Voting Machines Urged. 

The report advocated mandatory 
opening of ballot boxes, restriction of 
assistance to yoters, use of voting ma- 
chines and permanent registration as 
“vitally essential to clean elections” 
in Pennsylvania and said it believed in 
the adoption of constitutional amend- 
ments to abolish tax qualifications for 
voters and give courts the right to 
appoint overseers of elections from 
outside the district in which they 
serve. 

The committee submitted the draft 
of a proposed new primary corrupt 
practices act which, besides limiting 
expenditures of candidates, would sub- 
stitute one agent for volunteer com- 
mittees to handle money contributed 
for campaign purposes; would prohib- 
it expenditures for the “dissemination 
of information to the public, for the 
employment of watchers at the .polls 
to the number allowed by law and for 
the transportation of voters to and 
from the polls,” but ,would allow ex- 
penditures for “‘rental of radio facili- 
ties.” 
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Limit on Expenses. 

The proposed act also would limit a 
candidate’s personal expenses to $200, 
any added personal expenses to be 
paid by the agents; provide for all 
contributions and payments of expens- 
es in excess of it by check; limit ex- 
penditures for a group of candidates 
to the largest amount which under the 
act, might be spent for any individual 
candidate in the group. It also would 
require the agent's name to be filed 
within 48 hours after his appointment 
in the office where the candidate's ex- 
pense accounts are filed; require any 
sub-agent’s name to be posted in the 
office of the sheriff of the county 
where he is to serve; provide a pen- 
alty when contributions in excess of 
$5 are not made by check, and make 
a candidate ineligible when the candi- 
date, his agent or sub-agent, with the 
eandidate’s knowledge, violated the 
act. 

Proven By Primary. 

The report follows: 

“The necessity for all of the mea- 
sures which we recommended as 
doubly proven at the spring primary 
and the fall election held this year. 

“Fraudulent registrations, fraudu- 
lent counting or failure to count votes 
and illegal assistance besmirched both 
the primary and the election. Zero 
divisions abounded in Philadelphia 
and Pittsburgh just as in 192¢. 

“In addition, the failure promptly 
to count the vote and make the re- 
t:-ns in certain parts of the state, 
kept the result of the primary for 
governor in both of the major parties 
in doubt for days. 

“Notwithstanding abundant evi- 
dence of fraud, ballot boxes used at 
the general election have not been 
opened in several counties of the state 
because there is on the statue books 
no law requiring them to be opened. 

“We are still firmly of the opinion 
that all of the measures which he pre- 
sented to the 1926 session of the legis- 
lature should be adopted.”

For Quiz on Jews 


Washington, December 19.—The 
house rules committee has been asked 
to summon Henry Ford to question 
him regarding his charges that in- 
ternational Jews control the financial 
system of the United States including 
the federal reserve board. This request 
was made tonight by Representative 
Sol Bloom, New York democrat, who 
recently offered a resolution calling 
for an investigation of Ford’s charges 
against the Jews. 

“If Ford has proof that any voice 
but an American voice—the voice of 

a Jew or non-Jew—has a controlling 
influence in shaping the financial nol- 
icies of the government of the coun- 
try which has favored him so highly, 
it is treason for him to withhold it,’ 
Bloom said in a letter to the rules com- 
mittee, 

“True, the congress has nothing to 
do with any charges that Mr. Ford 
may bring against the Jews in gen- 
eral, but the congress has everything 
to do with charges made in connec- 
tion with the administration of the 
United States government. 

“Mr. Ford is a public man, When 
he speaks, he has a national audi- 
ence. He has been seriously mentioned 
for the presidency. His fortune is 
placed in the neighborhood of a bil- 
lion dollars—or a dollar a minute 
since the dawn of the Christian era. 

“A vindication of the Jew is not 
my resolution’s object. My religion 
and my Americanism are two entire- 
ly different matters. Not as a Jew, 
but as an American, in behalf of my 
constituents, non- Jewish as well as 
Jewish, I claim the right to know 
whether or not this government—for 
its finances are vital to any govern- 
ment—is controlled internationally. 

“Either the situation calls urgently 
for action, or it should’ be clearly 
shown that so damning an accusation 
as Mr. Ford’s against one of the 
most important agencies of the Amer- 
ican government is wholly baseless. 

‘Therefore, after placing the above 
information before your committee, I 
respectfully ask that the rules com- 
mittee invite Mr. Henry Ford to im- 
mediately appear before the commit- 
tee to present an outline of the facts 
that he claims he has.”

St. Paul Editor, 


St. Paul, Minn., Decemher 19.—() 
Herbert Randolph Galt, editor of the 
St. Paul Pioneer Press and Dispatch 
for 18 years, died early today in a 
local. hospital from heart disease. He 
was 45 years old. 

Stricken last Monday while at his 
desk, Mr. Galt showed some improve- 
ment Thursday and physicians said 
they believed he might recover, but 
death followed a relapse this morn- 
ing. 

Born in Upperville, Va., April 27. 
1881, Mr. Galt started newspaper 
work in Baltimore in 1900 with the 
Baltimore American as a reporter. 
Two years later he went to The Balti- 
ere News. In 1909 he came to St. 
Panl. 

For four years he was city editor 
and then in 1913 beeame managing 
editor of The Dispatch and Pioneer 
Press, and while in late vears his at- 
tention has been to the editorial pare.

The World says a transcript of the 
report discloses the following: 

“Corporations supposed to be liqui- 
dated were permitted to continue for 
years, for the benefit only of officers 
and attorneys. Salaried government 
employees were paid additional 
amounts from trust funds. Limita- 
tions placed by congress on expenses 
of administration were disregarded in 
big matters and small. Funds were 
left for years in the possession of 
certain individuals without any seri- 
ous attempt at collection. 

“Interest on trust funds was with- 
drawn from the treasury, which paid 
more than 4 per cent and deposited in 
banks paying less than 2 per cent. 
The securities taken over were so scat- 
tered through banks and trust com- 


9| panies throughout the states, that ad- 


ministration was expensive and diffi- 
cult. Individual trust accounts were 
incomplete, 

“A half million dollars in alleged 
undistributable assets transferred 
from a prior custodian was withdrawn 
from the treasury in violation of the 
trading with the enemy act. Large 
expense accounts compensated for 
small salaries. Government employes 


rode in private cars at the expense of 


trust funds, Annual reports did not 
list the entire force on the payroll.”
